When the first sack of mail to make 
the air trip was prepared for the new 
Curtis bilane, “The Butterfly,” Lind- 
sey Hopkins wrote a letter to The 
Constitution and included it in the 
mail to be carried. Lieutenant Elly- 
son, of the United States navy, and 
Mr. Hopkins, were flying the car that 
made the trip. 

Mr. Hopkins, of North Carolina and 
Atlanta, Ga., sells the Overland cars, 
and is connected with a number of 
successful institutions in his native 
state of North Carolina, as well as 
Atlanta, Ga. He js the first person to 
whom the Curtis people have sold a 
biplane, and is the only man in the

Not satisfied with Judge Newman's 
ruling on either point, Messrs. Arnold 
and Hill took an appeal to the federal 
court of appeals. 

Attorneys Arnold and Hill will in 
open court on Monday ask that the 
appeal case be withdrawn “without 
prejudice to their client.’ 

When asked what reason he had for 
the action he will take Monday, Mr. 
Arnold says: 

“T am withdrawing the case upon the 
request of Mr. Morse. Withdrawing 
the case will not prevent “us from re- 
newing the appeal at any time we may 
see fit. There is no question as to the 
interpretation Of the .aw as to the sen- 
tence. The best lawyers agree that 
ten years is the maximum and that it 
cannot be more.”

It is corgluded that no mediation 
will be accepted by Italy until she 
has accomplished the military occu- 
pation of tjae Tripolitan coast.

Ambassador Oscar 


The king of Greece added that Italy's 


Senator Norris Brown, a supporter of 
the president; Victor Rosewater, re- 
publican national committeeman, a 
staunch friend of the president, and 
several members of the Nebraska dele- 
gation in congress also were the presi- 
dent’s guests today. Representative 
Norris, insurgent leader in the house, 
did not put in an appearance. 

4 Taft Speaks on Peace. 

At Omaha and Lincoln Mr. 
spoke on world peace. President Taft 
declared that international peace was 
one thing on which he and Mr. Bryan 
agreed and to the plaudits of the lat- 
ter’s fellow townsmen Mr. Taft gave 
Mr. Bryan credit for having suggested 
one of the most important provisions 
in the pending treaties of arbitration 
between the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France. 

He referred to the clause creating a 
high joint commission, and,.to the 
further provision that such commission 
as this should take a full year to con- 
Sider its findings and recommenda- 
tions. 

“I am glad to say about this section 
that the first time I heard the sugges- 
tion of such a provision in a treaty of 
peace and arbitration, was from ‘your 
distinguished fellow citizen, Mr. Bryan. 
He came in to see me at Washington 
and said he thought it would greatly 
add to the efficiency of any agreement 
of this sort if we had a preliminary 
investigation that should at least last 
a year for negotiation and considera- 
tion, because he thought the spending 
of that time would allay the fury and 
heat of popular indignation and would 
be a long step toward peaceful solu- 
tion. We agreed with him and that 
went into the treaty.” 

Taft Wants Treaty With Japan. 


In his discussion of the treaties to- 
Gay Mr. Taft made his first reference 
to Japan, and expressed the hope that 
that country might come into such an 
agreement with the United States: 

“The whole world looks to thts coun- 
try to lead in the matter of peace,” 
said the president. “The other nations 
know we have no entangling alli- 
ances; they Know we are a great na- 
tion; that we really fear no other na- 
tion. They Know we are a peace-lev- 
ing nation. 

“We are not looking for insults from 
other nations and we don’t fear in- 
sults from other nations... We are biv 
enough, even if we should be insulted 
by anybody, to do just what a great, 
strong man does when he is insulted 
under conditions where he cannot re- 
Strain himself at all He holds him- 
self in and says, ‘Il am a greater man, 
because I resist the temptation to lick 
your pusillanimous little body.’ 


Europe Looking to United States. 


“They look upon us in that way in 
Europe. They are in a much more un- 
fortunate situation and therefore they 
hope that we will lead them out, 

“Now, my friends, ought we not to 
accept that invitation from them? It 
is said these treaties ought to be ob- 
jected to because we shall have to ar- 
bitrate certain questivns we, do not 
want to arbitrate. There is the Mon- 
roe doctrine. Mr. Moore. the preatest 
authority on international law, says 
that this doctrine is a national policy 
that would not come within the words 
of the treaty. Sir Cadward Grey, the 
itnglish secretary of foreign affairs. 
announced on the floor of parliament 
that they were in favor of the doc- 
trine ani that at any rate It would 
not come within the terms of the treaty. 
Then it is said that the question of im- 
migration will have to be arbitrated 
and insisted upon by the yelluw races 
of China and Japan. 

“These things are now covered by 
treaty. Evervbdedy admits that with- 
out a treaty this country has complete 
power to exclude anybody from its 
shores that is not a citizen of the 
United States.

Tributes Paid Dead Admiral. 

Washington, October 2.—When the 
first shock of the news of Admiral 
Schley's death had passed there was a 
general expression of regret, sympathy 
and condolence from the large number 
of officials and persons @f high stand- 
ing who had enjoyed the acquaintance 
and friendship of the gallant sailor. 

Secretary Meyer said: 

“In the death of Admiral Schley the 
navy loses a most distinguished officer 
one who has served the navy in the 
civil war and since that time had filled 
manv prominent positions in the naval 
service.” 

Admiral Dewey said: 

‘Admiral Schley was a warm-hearted, 
gallant and chivalrous gentleman. The 
country has lost a loyal servant. I have 
lost a dear friend of more than 5% 
years’ standing.” 

In the event the family of Admiral 
Schley desires a military funeral for 
him, six retired rear admiraJs will be 
selected to act as his honorary 
bearers. The wishes of the family in 
this connection have not as wet been 
communicated to the navy department. 

If the funeral takes place here, the 
admiral will be buried in the Arlington 
national cemetery. His grave will be 
in frent of the historic 
close to the lot assigned to Admiral 
Dewey and members of his Asiatic fleet

THE BLACKSMITHS’ CONVENTION. | 


The thirteenth biennial convention of the International Brother- 
hood of Blacksmiths and Helpers, now if session here, is invested 
with unusual significance for the fact that it was in Atlanta that 
this important organization was launched. Delegates have gath- 
ered from all parts of the country, and their deliberations will 
touch a wide range of topics of interest to the craft. 

It is not dealing in hyperbole to state that much of civilization’s 
onward progress is based upon the labor of the smith, It is, per- 
haps, among the most ‘ancient of occupations, and the importance 
of its role in war and peace is indicated by continual references 
to its various phases, in all branches of profane and sacred literature. 

Of recent years modern science and mechanics have conspired 
to complicate and broaden the functions the smith discharges for 
industry. While he is still a familiar and indispensable figure tn 
the smallest hamlet, he is also a reigning and important link in the 
great centralized activities of the twentieth century. 

The Constitution extends the hope that the sessions of the 
blacksmiths will be of a pleasant and constructive nature, and their 
stay in Atlanta characterized by hearty enjoyment. 


MADERO MEXICO’S PRESIDENT. 


Mexico’s first bona fide presidential election in thirty-five years 
has resulted in the election of Francisco I. Madero, Jr., as president. 
It is yet in doubt whether Pino-Suarez, Madero’s choice, or De la 
Barra, the so-called “progressive” candidate, have won the vice 
presidency. 

The factor of the moment is that the election has passed with- 
out the anticipated disorder. The aftermath—the ability of Ma- 
dero and his party to give Mexico a really constructive and stable 
democratic government—is what counts, and that is yet to be -dis- 
closed. 
The events of the ensuing year must determine whether Mexico 
is fit to govern itself or whether a strong arm, like that of Diaz, 
is still needed. It is hard enough to overthrow an established 
government. It is incomparably more difficult 'to substitute another 
that will meet the requirements, the absence of which led to the 
downfall of the old. 


REAR ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 


Rear Admiral ‘Winfield Scott Schley, who died yesterday, will 
go down in history almost as much for his personal lovability and 
broad tolerance, as for his epochal service to the nation before 
Santiago de Cuba. 

Previous to that exploit, his career had been one of unusual 
distinction. So that. the annihilation of Cervera’s fleet came by 
way of climax, brilliant in detail and destined to loom large in 
the annals of the country. Connected by ties of ancestry with 
Georgia, this state took an especial pride in the achievement which 
stands out as the decisive event in the war which cemented finally 
the amity of the sections. In the raging controversy that fol- 


ae 


|lowed, the rear admiral’s conduct was of that manly and self- 


controlled sort that won him hundreds of thousands of friends. 

America will remember him by his gentleness, his rare skill, 
his devotion and his gallantry. No man may ask a greater tribute 
of his country. 


WHERE TURKEY REAPS WHIRLWIND. 


The press of Turkey, or gather that portion of it which the 
Young Turks’ party will allow to speak unmuzzled, protests that 
prejudice against Mohammedanism is the driving motive in Italy’s 
advance upon Tripoli, and charges most of the European countries 
with disregard of treaty obligations in insuring Turkey’s continued 
Tripolitan domination. 

These representations are disingenuous and will not enhance 
sympathy for the Sublime Porte. As touches the religious feature, 
the Armenian atrocities are yet fresh in the memory of civilization, 
and there is no evidence that the Young Turks’ contingent con- 
cerned itself very much with their redressing. So far as has been 
revealed, the powers have violated no treaty obligations with Tur- 
key. If they had, the notorious looseness with which Turkey has 
herself regarded such bonds in the past materially weakens her 
present position. 

There are, of course, political motives underlying the current 
crisis. But protests of the character Turkey is putting forth come 
with particularly bad grace from that quarter. If there is foreign 
intervention—which is to be doubted—it will proceed from incen- 
tives other than those disclosed by Constantinople. 


DR. WILEY ON HUMAN CONSERVATION. 


In his address at Kansas City Dr. Harvey W. Wiley fixed a 
value of $540,000,000.00 on the health of the nation. If the figures 
are accurate, it is a safe assumption that this enormous principal is 
more neglected, from the standpoints of ordinary safeguards, than 
any other investment in the nation. 

Capital conserves itself religiously. Labor is organized. We 
are beginning to recognize the value of shepherding our natural 
resources. 

The government even lavishes millions to protect hogs and 
sheep, and crops—while it spends pennies in the cause of public 
health. 

Dr. Wiley strenuously advocated a health officer in the presi- 
dent’s cabinet. The idea is a good one, but it will be more or 
less valueless, unless it is accompanied by a national policy that 
will put men and women and children upon somewhat of a par 
with hogs and cattle and crops. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars are sacrificed annually in this 
country to the toll of preventable disease, and disease easily cura- 
ble. Something is being done, of course, to hold’ back the tide 
but it is infinitesmal by the side of what should be done. 

The human unit is more valuable than trees and mere animals. 
It 1s perpetrating a paradox to conserve the one and protect the 
other, unless we throw approximate walls about the men and 
women who are to utilize these crude assets in later life.

Editor Constitution: Apropos your 
editorial of recent date concerning the 
registered voters who did not cast their 
ballots at the recent election, I would, 
without any reference to recent or any 
particular approaching elections, say 
that I think it very desirable to per- 
mit voters to register for small terri- 
tory, less than wards, so that no voter} 
will be required to go more than, say, | 
half a mile, either to register or cast} 
his ballot. I believe that such an ar- 
rangement would bring about prac- 
tically complete registration of all 
qualified persons and would insure an 
almost complete vote of all the electors 
at each election. 

To require a voter to go to the cen- 
ter of the city, possibly several miles, 
to register, and to make the polling 
place, as now in Atlanta, several miles 
from the voter's residence, is practical- 
ly to deprive the citizen of his ballot 
and while you and 1 may disagree as 
to what the voter would have done, 
or might do with his ballot, we, I am 
Sure, agree that the voters of Atlanta 
can be depended on to act intelligently, 
and I hope that you will suggest this 
line of thought to the end that every 
voter may have a fair opportunity, both 
for registering and balloting. 

I believe this thought is timely, and

EXPERT MEDICAL REVIEW OF 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL PROBLEM 


For its suggestive lessons to Atlanta, 
The Constitution reproduces the fo1- 
lowing editorial on “Effective Garbage 
Disposal,” from the current issue of 
The Journal of the Amer‘can Medical 
Association: 

Improvement Noted. 

“Until lately American practice in 
the matter of garbage disposal has not 
been a matter for national pride. Two 
methods have been common: unsight- 
ly, malodorous piles of decomposing 
refuse have been—in some places still 
are'—allowed to accumulate in the vi- 
cinity of dwellings, or cheap, inef- 
fectual “disposal plants,” installed and 
operated by greedy or dishonest pri- 
vate contractors, have been run for a 
few years and then allowed to lapse 
into well-earned oblivion. Neither pro- 
cedure is creditable to a civilized state. 
There are now signs that the era of 
Slovenliness and waste in this as in 
many other municipal activities is 
drawing to a close. In’ many places 
local conditions are being studied by 
unpaid competent commissions, rather 
than exploited by junketing aldermanic 
committees, A beginning has been 
made in establishing high-grade mod- 
ern plants under expert 
and in operating them under expert 
management, which is just as impor- 
tant. 

“As the reports of some of these 
Plants are coming in we can see more 


supervision 


ation since May, 1910. Constructed and 
operated under excellent engineering 
control, this plant may well serve a4 
a model for other cities. At the old 
Milwaukee plant the cost of disposal 
reached as high as $1.37 per ton of 
garbage, while the cdést at the new 
plant is less than 60 cents per ton. If 
the excess supply of steam generated 
at the plant is economically utilized 
the actual cost will be further greatly 
reduced. 
Careful Management. 

“In garbage reduction works the 
sorted garbage is passed through va- 
rious digestors, tanks and  *roller 
presses with a view to extracting the 
valuable portions, ,especially the fats 
and the nitrogenous matters. The proc- 
ess needs careful management on ac- 
count of the offensive gases generated 
during the treatment. The prevention 
of a nuisance entails some expense, and 
hence privately installed reduction 
works operated for commercial pur- 
poses often give rise to much justifia- 
ble complaint. Municipal plants con- 
Structed with an eye to the comfort of 
the citizens rather than the pockets 
of contractors are likely to be much 
more effectively operated than private 
ones, aS shown by the experience of 
Columbus, Ohio. The Columbus plant, 
put in operation in July, 1910, is. the

At least two methods of garbage dis- 
posal have proved effective in typical 
American cities: incineration and re- 
duction. In the incinerating type of 
plant all kinds of refuse, ashes, paper, 
rags, scraps of food, kitchen waste, 
etc., are fed together into crematories 
and burned. In European works of 
this type the heat generated by the 
combustion with a forced draft is a 
source of considerable revenue. One 
of the best examples of an incinerator 
plant in this country is the Milwaukee 
incinerator, Whica has beenin full oper- 
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pality. ‘It was not the intention in 
designing the Columbus plant to try 
experimental machinery, but rather to 
assemble to best advantage machinery 
of known and tried types and only such 
as had proved most satisfactory in 
other plants,’ Successful financial oper- 
ation of this plant appears in the fact 
that it netted $2,000 a month for tha 
first six months. 

“The reasonable and business-like 
way of approaching the garbage dis- 
posal question seems, therefore, to ba 
the employment of a reputable and 
competent engineer to examine local 
conditions and report on such topics as 
the most economical routes for collec- 
tion and transportation, the establish- 
ment and location of garbage centers 
for disposal and the final method of 
treatment by incineration or reduc- 
tion—best suited to the amount and 
nature of the refuse gathered. Small 
towns should beware of the man witha 
patented machinery.

Madero for President, But the 
Vice President ts Unknown, 


Not Even Madero Will Know 
Who His Lieutenant Is to Be 
Until the 20,000 Electors Cast 
Their Votes—aAll Parties Are 


Claiming the Vice Presidency. 


Mexico City, tOctober 2.—-Within a 
week, perhaps, Mexicans may have ac- 
quired a belief as to the identity of 
their new vice president, but not even 
Madero Himself can be certain who his 
lieutenantistobe until the third week 
in October at the earliest. This wil] 
be after the electoral college consist- 
ing of about 20,000 members'‘has voted 
and their action been reviewed by the 
chamber of deputies. 

At the headquarters of the progres- 
Sive party claims of an undoubted vic- 
tory for Jose Pine-Suarez were made 
but the Catholics are equally confident 
of victory, in many cases claims of one 
party overlapping those of the other. 

Returns Not In. 

It appears reasonably certain that 
the federal district will send up a ma- 
jority of electors who will be supposed 
to vote the Madero-Suarez ticket; Vas- 
quez-Gomez admits this.

In reporting to_head- 
quartérs party chiefs-are not serdine 
in figures but merely the flat statement 
that the party has been successful in 
their respective districts. It is not 
ntcessary under the law that the au- 
thorities report the vote to.the gov- 
ernment. 

The process outlined under. the pres- 
ent clumsy electoral laws is that each 
electoral district sends its chosen rep- 
resentative to the electoral college 
armed with his credentials. These elc- 
tors will ballot in various parts of the 
republic on Octobtr 15, the result of 
their action being sent by mail to the 
chamber of geputies. 

Trying to Proselyte Electors. 

On the assumption that these electors 
will vote in accordance with the desires 
of their parties, the character of the 
vote might leak out before the 15th 
but the party leaders admitting that 
the contest probably was close, frankly 
declare that they will continue their 
campaign until the very day of the 
meeting of the electoral college in or- 
der to proselyte the electors of their 
rival parties. 

The press Of the capital reflects the 
mystification that has followed the 
election. With big type, but few words, 
the partisan papers declare the elec- 
tion of their chosen candidate but ths 
independent press publishes the same 
facts and admits the’ uncertainty.

Austin, Pa,, October 2.—Twenty-four 
dead, 86 missing and believed 
to be buried beenath the debris, is the 
official census tonight of Austin’s loss 
of life in the flood of Saturday. It is 
conceded, however, that several, if not 
many, visitors and strangers were in 
town that day and undoubtedly perish- 
ed. Including them and allowing for 
inevitable errors in compilation, the 


total of dead probably will reach 150. 
Twenty-one of the 24 bodies recov- 
ered have been identified and of the 
missing hope is entertained that some 
may yet be accounted for. 

The problem of Austin tonight is to 
recover her dead from the thousands 
of tons of debris choking the narrow 
valley. To do so before it becomes 
necessary to burn the ruins and save 
the living from an epidemic, an army 
of labor must reach the towa. within 
the next 36 hours, officials say. 

Otherwise the torch may transform 
the wreckage into the pyre of most 
of those who have perished. 

Cry Is For Laborers. 

The single iine of wire between Aus- 
tin and the outside world carried an 
urgent plea for workmen to the mayors 
of Buffalo, Pittsburg, and Philadelphia, 
Samuel G. Dixon. state commissioner 
of health, supreme in command at 


‘We are in need of laborers to as- 
sist in rescue Work. Desire about 400 
sent in a bunk train. Please advise 
us what you can do. Work consists 
of recovering dead bodies from ruins. 
Please telegraph what assistance you 
can render.’ 

Encouraging responses are hoped for 
early tomorrow. 

“Give us our dead,’ is Austin’s cry, 
voiced by State Senator Baldwin, who 
lost father, mother, sister and other 
relatives. Only the body of his father, 
John E. Baldwin, had been recovered 
tonight. The others are locked in the 
ruins. 

“IT speak .for the peopel of Austin,” 
he said. “The state of Pénnsylvania 
owes us the bodies of our loved ones. 
For 48 hours they have been in the 
ruins; how much longer will the com- 
monwealth leave them there? The state 
shoulq have a thousand men working 
here now.” 

Every man on Austin’s streets, ex- 
cept newspaper men, was conscripted 
for service, but despite the efforts of 
the authorities only 350 were working 
at sunset. 

Smoldering Flames in Debris, 

Smoldering flames in the debris burst 
forth anew in the wreckage this after- 
noon, but it is not believed that any 
bodies were burned. 

Austin stands to a man against the 
Suggestion that it may be necessary to 
put the torch to her ruins.

Staté Sanitary Engineer F. Herbert 
Snow, who is in charge of getting out 
the debris and clearing away the 
wreckage, has sent in a requisition for 
several hundred carpenters and they 
are being rushed here on a special 
train with tools. Lumber is available 
from the ruins, 

Sheds, kitchens and other building’®S 
needed to care for the homeless will b 
erected. 

Twenty-five coffins reached Austin 
today and 100 more are expected to- 
morrow. Burial permits are issued as 
rapidly as identification proceeds, Sev- 


eral bodies were raken to nearby 
towns today, but most of the victims 
will be laid away in Rustin burial 
ground which was untouched by the 
flood,

BLEASE THREATENS

Because Citadel Cadets Accept- 
ed Invitation to Atlanta 
Celebration. 


Charleston, S. C., October 2.—Because 
Governor Blease was nor invited to 
the Governor’s Guards celebration in 
Atlanta and becatise the corps of Cita- 
del cadets belonging to the state's 
military college had accepted an invi- 
tation to attend, the governor has 
threatened to remove Colonel O, J. 
Bond, superintendent, unless the ac- 
ceptance is withdrawn. 

It happens that owing to a question 
of finances, the board of visitors had 
already decided not to send the “corps. 
Colonel Bond admitted receipt of a 
letter from Govenor Blease, but de- 
clined to divulge its contents or to 
discuss the matter at all. No official 
statement is to be had here, 

Blease’s Statement. 

Newberry, S. C., September 3.—The 
Associated Press dispatch from 
Charleston in regard to a letter from 
Governor Blease to Superintendent O. 
J. Bond, of the Citadel, as to a corps 
of cadets attending the celebration of 
the Gate City Guards in Atlanta, was 
read to Governor Blease here and the 
governor asked for a statement. He 
said that the correspondence between 
himself and Colonel Bond was an offi- 
clal paper and that at the proper time, 
if necessary, it would be made public. 
He said he did request Colonel Bond 
in said communication not to allow 
the Citadel cadets to attend the cele- 
bration and that he hoped that Colonel 
Bond would comply with his request 
and thereby save any unpleasantness, 

He said he had also refused the Gov- 
ernor’s Guards of Columbia permission 
to attend and that, of course, under the 
military laws they could not go with- 
out permission of the commander-in- 
thief.* He said a few people and a 
number of newspapers made a great 
hurrah over the statement-that he had 
not been invited because of the Felder 
inident; the newspapers afterwards 
explained, however, that none of the 
southern governors had been invited 
and that it was not intended as a per- 
sonal affront to the South Carolina 
governor.

The mayor said that he had been 
made an honorary member of the 
bricklayers’ union and declared that 
the union card given him at that time 
was one of his most prized and valued 
possessions. He believed, he asserted, 
in unionism and was ready at any time 
to advance the cause of organized labor 
in any way he could. He complimented 
President Kline upon the manly, in- 
telligent appearance of the delegates in 
attendance upon the Atlanta Conven- 
tion and declared that he and all At- 
lanta were proud of the fact that the 
blacksmiths’ international had Atlanta 
for its birthplace. 

N. H. Kirkpatrick, president of th- 
Atlanta Federation of Labor, in ex- 
tending the delegates a welcome to 
Atlanta in behalf of Atlanta's organ- 
ized labor, told his audience that At- 
lanta was the best unionized town in 
all the country.

“The object of all school and home 
government should be charaeter build- 
ing. In this, a good teacher, like a 
g00d mother, will use corporal punish- 
ment very seldom, if ever. 

“The best teacher, like the best 
mother, will not use it at.all. It is 
the resort of young, crude and un- 
trained teachers, who, ignorant of the 
workings of the child’s mind, without 
sympathetic insight into his ideals and 
motives, and unskilled in guiding the 
play of instinct, in using suggestion 
and forms of habit, can yet appeal 
to physical pain association and 
through that get apparent results. 

“A child who can be controlled men- 
tally ought not to be whipped. One 
who cannot be controlled in ordinary 
ways ought to be in a spécial~ class 
under a very skillful teacher who is 
familiar with | his particular abnor- 
mality. 

“But while these things are true, it 
is also true that at present we are 
employing crude and untrained teach- 
ers who Know no more of the child’s 
mind than the catbird knows of -the 
thrush’s song. We have made no pro- 
vision in our schools for the abnormal) } 
children and we have no trained gpe- 
cialists to study them. 

Would Shut Out Abnermal Children 

“To forbid corporal punishment in 
the sciiools under these circumstanee:
